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End of an era for sports club 


A S THE new George 
Reynolds Centre opens 
its doors today, presi¬ 
dent of Crewkerne Sports Club 
Jeff Cox has been reflecting on 
the last 35 years on Henhayes. 

He said: “In 1977 I received a 
phone call from the late Derek 
Cleall on behalf of Crewkerne 
Football Club to say they 
wanted a bar to serve drinks 
after their matches. 

“I was employed by local so¬ 
licitors with experience of han¬ 
dling licensing matters and a 
meeting was held where it was 
decided to form Crewkerne 
Sports Club so the cricket club 
and others could also benefit. 

“A club registration certificate 
was obtained and the bar built in 
the existing building, which at 
that time, was limited to chang¬ 
ing facilities. 

“The new bar was officially 
opened by Alan Dicks who was 
the manager of Bristol City FC. 
He brought a team to Henhayes 
for a friendly, which included 
Chris Garland who had cost the 
team £100,000 on the transfer 
market. 

“Crewkerne Rugby Club 
needed a pitch but the area of 
land on Henhayes was not big 
enough to accommodate both 
football and rugby with a cricket 
square in between. Various plans 
were drawn up and efforts made 
to purchase additional land but 
there were complicatons. The 
town council owned a strip of 
land across from Henhayes and 
leased the remainder from the 
county council, they would not 
purchase extra. 

“The sports club raised monies 
and, with considerable voluntary 
help, piped a stream under¬ 
ground and the recreation field 
was transformed into the layout 
it has today. 

“It soon became clear a desig¬ 
nated clubhouse was required 
and two sectional buildings 
from Houndstone Camp were 
bought for a nominal fee of £1 
each provided they were re-

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moved from site. A gang of 
club members loaded the 
buildings in sections and 
brought them back on a flat 
bed lorry provided by the 
Chown family. The Single- 
ton, Hill and Thomas fam- 
ilys organised the 
dismantling and Pat 
MaCready provided re¬ 
freshments from his bak¬ 
ery. 

“On reassembling, just as 
the supports were almost 
complete, gale force winds 
blew everything to the 
ground and they were put 
back again. 

“April 23rd 1983 saw the 
official opening by the 
chairman of Yeovil District 
Council, Vi Muggeridge, 
with about 180 people at¬ 
tending. 

“On that wonderful 
evening, Peter Hill, Derek 
Cleal and myself were 
given honourary life mem¬ 
bership, the three of us 
were at the centre of every¬ 
thing. 

“The club was quickly 
growing and it wasn’t long 
before it was open seven 
days a week with a full 
time steward and plans 
were drawn up to extend 
the building and provide 
for a second skittle alley, 
committee room and larger 
bar area. The exterior was 
deteriorating so breeze 
blocks were built around it. 
Again much of the work 
was done by club members 
on a voluntary basis. 

“The club’s chairman for 
the past 15 years has been 
Graham James, he has 
worked extremely hard and 
cannot be praised too much 
for the effort he has put 
into the running of the 
club, especially during the 
time that membership 
dropped off and there was 
a fear it would have to 
close. 

“The original changing 
rooms were deteriorating 
and realising the club itself 
had seen better days the 
possibility of building a 
new one was suggested. 

“Along came George 
Reynolds with his im¬ 
mense experience and con¬ 
tacts through Sport 
England. The problems 
that have been encountered 
are well known but Gra¬ 
ham and George worked

War veteran shares story for Remembr

WAR veteran Horace 
Dammerall knows how 
lucky he was to have sur¬ 
vived the Second Wold 
War without any major in¬ 
juries. 

He wants people to stop 
and think about the 
Poppy Appeal and why 
the Royal British Legion is 
as important and relevant 
today as it has ever been, 
with so many servicemen 
and women being injured 
or killed in Afghanistan 
and other areas of con¬ 
flict. 

Mr Damerall, or Dammy 
as he was known in the 
Royal Air Force, lives in 
llton with wife Val, who 
was also in the service. He 
served in the 199 
Squadron flying Stirling 
bombers as a mid-upper 
air gunner on a secret 
mission. Their job was 
called radio counter 
measures and they were a 
decoy, one of six aircraft 
used to fool the Germans 
into thinking they were 
the main bomber force, 
flying in circles, jamming 
the radar and giving out 
radio messages to get the 
fighters to follow them 
while the main Pathfinder 


Force went to the target 
by the back door. 

It wasn't all flying in cir¬ 
cles though, as they were 
fully equipped with 
bombs and flares and did 
raid secondary targets 
and drop agents and sup¬ 
plies to the resistance. 

Later they became 171 
Squadron, flying the Hali¬ 
fax, which Dammy said al¬ 
though more speedy and 
higher, were not as well 
built as he Stirling. Be¬ 
cause their mission was 
so secret, the log book 
that he still has records 
the flight times but no 
destinations unlike the 
normal ones. 

Dammy met Val when 
they were 14 and 15 at a 
church youth club in 
Paignton, Devon, and he 
joined up when he was 
only 16 on the ground 
staff as a filter armourer. 
When all his friends who 
had re-mustered as air 
crew regailed their tails of 
exotic places, he decided 
to re-muster as well but 
found himself posted to 
Inverness where, ironi¬ 


cally, Val was also posted 
as one of the first radar 
operators. 

Her mother had told the 
couple not to get married 
with a war starting but 
then relented and said 
they could marry as long 
as Dammy did not fly, not 
knowing he already was 
and they didn't tell her. 
Next March, they will 
have been married 70 
years. 

As a regular, Dammy re¬ 
mained in the Airforce 
until 1951 when he was 
forced to leave due to 
having Chrohn's disease. 
The couple had moved to 
married quarters in York, 
where they lived for four 
years, and he got a job 
with the Gas Board and 
became a doorstep sales¬ 
man, which later led to a 
major role selling catering 
equipment and designer 
kitchens when electrical 
appliances became more 
the norm and he was sec¬ 
onded to SWEB. 

After a time with an¬ 
other couple in Morocco, 
trying to set up a hotel 


after seeing on television 
it was supposed to be the 
next big holiday destina¬ 
tion, they returned to 
open a pub in Bristol and 
in two years made their 
money back, but Dammy 
decided her preferred the 


other side of the bar and 
went back into develop¬ 
ing the catering world for 
the South Eastern Elec¬ 
tricity Board. 

When they retired 30 
years ago they moved to 
llton to be closer to 


Dammy's old rear gunner, 
Brian Champion, who 
lived in Crewkerne. They 
are still friendly with his 
widow Coral and his 
grandson Steve, who is 
now in the RAF and re¬ 
cently took them to the 
MOD Boscombe Down 
Battle of Britain Ball - a 
very emotional experi¬ 
ence as the Spitfires flew 
past. 

Dammy said: "We were 
like a family in the 
bomber crew, our flight 
engineer Tommy lived in 
Winchester and we all 
used to stay in touch. It 
was very good to see 
Bomber Command finally 
being recognised, we 
were always painted a lit¬ 
tle black because we had 
to bombe civilian targets 
but people forget what 
they were doing to us. 

"The British Legion is a 
wonderful organisation, 
especially with what is 
happening now in 
Afghanistan and still to 
some extent in Iraq.These 
lads are being blown to 
smithereens and there are 
more limbs lost than ever. 

"We went to a Christmas 
party of the Not Forgot¬ 


ten Society a St James' 
Palace and there was a 
lad on our table who had 
been filmed climbing out 
of his vehicle, totally en¬ 
gulfed in flames. 

"Our time has passed 
on, we've survived, these 
youngsters have got a 


lifetime ahead of them 
and are amazing, coming 
home with missing arms 
and legs and still battling 
on. How they cope I don't 
know but we in the Le¬ 
gion are there to give 
them all the help we pos¬ 
sibly can."

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Solar panels save council money

SOUTH Somerset District Council 
has cut its costs by a massive 
£26,000 in one year thanks to in¬ 
stalling photovoltaic panels on four 
of its buildings. 

Since installation of the first pho¬ 
tovoltaic system in November 2011, 
SSDC has generated 77,862kWh of 
power, made £26,677.87 in revenue 
and saved over 42.1 tonnes of C02. 

Performance to date shows that 
the panels have generated output 
at 97.84 per cent of the original de¬ 
sign expectation during the period 
from installation due to bad 
weather. Systems are continually 


YARLINGTON Housing Group is em¬ 
bracing the need for lower fuel 
costs for its elderly residents by fit¬ 
ting almost 450 properties with re¬ 
newable heating systems that 
could see fuel bills tumble by as 
much as 50per cent, a saving which 
will be made directly by the house¬ 
hold. 

With statistics rising in recent 
years of pensioners facing the "eat 
or heat"decision and finding them¬ 
selves trying to cope in the cold, 
Yarlington has already started the 
programme to install two types of 
heat pumps into some of its shel¬ 
tered homes. Turnpike Green, Mis- 
terton; Parsonage Place, Curry Rivel; 
Buttle Close, Shepton Beauchamp; 
Evergreen Path and Sherlands, Mer- 
riott; Davies Close, Winsham;Taylors 
Mead and The Lawns, Combe St 
Nicholas and Kent's Lane, Tatworth, 


monitored on a daily basis to en¬ 
sure that any faults are quickly re¬ 
sponded to. 

Electricity generating photo¬ 
voltaic panels have been installed 
on rooftops and in fields all over 
the south west since the introduc¬ 
tion of the feed in tariffs two years 
ago. In south Somerset a higher 
than average number of industrial, 
commercial and agricultural build¬ 
ings have installations. Currently, 
these are generating around one 
per cent of south Somerset's total 
electrical demand over the course 
ofa year. This compares with 1.1 per 


are among those to benefit from 
the ambitious plan to be completed 
before Christmas. 

Many of the properties owned by 
the association had already had 
photovoltaic panels fitted to the 
roofs and a budget was already set 
aside to carry out a renewable heat¬ 
ing project this year, but in June the 
Department of Energy and Climate 
Change launched a competition for 
organisations to bid for funds to as¬ 
sist with the installation costs.This 
was open to local authorities and 
registered providers of housing in 
Great Britain. 

Yarlington proposed a number of 
properties for the DECC grant and 
more vulnerable households were 
also eligible for additional support 
via the energy company's carbon 
emissions reduction target (CERT) 
funding.

Councillor Henry Hobhouse, port¬ 
folio holder for property and cli¬ 
mate change said: "The 
photovoltaic panels are a fantastic 
way to save the tax payers money 
and by generating £26,000 in one 
year, it shows how the panels really 
do work to help save money. 

"It also shows the public our focus 
to deliver campaigns and projects 
that help householders and busi¬ 
nesses, including the council, to cut 
energy use and adapt to climate 
change, as stated in our Council 
Plan 2012-15." 


The bids for both DECC and CERT 
funding were successful; in total 
£2.04m was secured, and with a 
contribution of £2.48m by the land¬ 
lord it enabled 445 homes to be up¬ 
graded this winter. But with the 
funding came the proviso that the 
work had to be completed by the 
end of the year. This challenge led 
to Yarlington having to identify and 
get a commitment from residents, 
and nominating clusters of shel¬ 
tered housing offered a workable 
solution. 

The heating systems will replace 
the current storage heaters, which 
until now have been the central 
heating solution for those homes 
without mains gas. 

There are two types of system 
being installed. The majority will be 
ground source heat pumps. 


CHARD mother Elese Prosser was 
horrified when her young son 
wanted to take up kick boxing. Like 
many she envisaged a scene of vio¬ 
lence but having taken a look for her¬ 
self she has now become hooked on 
the fitness regime, along with the 
rest of her family. 

Elese’s husband Richard now 
coaches at the sessions in Chard 
Boxing Club twice a week, run by 
Mark Pengelly. 

She said: “Rich started to go him¬ 
self for self-confidence and to give 
him a social life outside of work. He 
has been kick boxing a long time 
now and has a black belt. 

“Mollie is 15 and has been doing it 
for two years now. She first came be¬ 
cause as a typical teenager, she said 
she was bored one night and Rich 
persuaded her to come and watch, 
then join in. She has done very well 
for someone who isn’t very sporty. 
Fin is only seven and has dyspraxia. 
It has done wonders for his coordi¬ 


nation and confidence and he sleeps 
really well after a session. The kids 
love it, they go in cold and come out 
all red faced and smiling. 

“I was so worried it was going to 
teach them to be aggressive and fight 
but that’s not what it’s about. It 
teaches them to have the control con¬ 
fidence to know they can hold their 
own and therefore not have to use it 
outside. 

“It’s all about discipline and the 
kids have huge respect for Mark and 
Rich. Even in competitions it’s not 
like I thought it would be the 
younger children all get medals and 
they all wear protective gear when 
they are in the ring and the bouts are 
very well controlled. The facilities in 
Chard are great and people come 
here from other clubs. 

“The adult classes are a really good 
workout and that’s what I like, I 
don’t go in the ring. I am 40 and have 
just started. I’d been to exercise 
classes before and they’ve just not 


been my thing. If you have a lot of 
stress you can just let it out on the 
punch bags, Ed recommend it to 
anyone.” 

Chard Boxing Club, just off Victo¬ 
ria venue, has three rooms all with 
soft matting and a range of equip¬ 
ment. The youngsters always start 
with a warm up to stretch muscles 
and joints and play dodge ball. This 
also helps with coordination. 

Teenager Mollie who has systemic 
arthritis, also helps out with the 
younger children as part of her Duke 
of Edinburgh bronze award which 
she is doing through Holyrood Acad¬ 
emy. She said: “I never really got 
into sport much but I like learning 
new skills and it has made me more 
confident. The workout helps with 
my joints and I find the best session 
is usually when you think you can’t 
be bothered.” 

The classes are held on Friday and 
Sunday evenings, juniors (six - 13) 
from 6-7pm and seniors 7-8.30pm.

IMPROVED response, better stability and 
sharper handling - those are the highlights 
of the 2013 model year Nissan GT-R. 

On sale next Spring, the four-wheel drive 
supercar has received a round of enhance¬ 
ments aimed at subtly boosting the respon¬ 
siveness of its 550PS 3.8-litre twin-turbocha¬ 
rged V6 engine while improving ride and 
handling at the same time. 

Applying lessons learned from this year's 
Nurburgring 24-Hour race to the roadgoing 
GT-R, engineers have improved response in 
both the mid- and upper-rpm rev ranges, in¬ 
creased body rigidity and made changes to 
the dampers, springs and front anti-roll bar. 

As a result, the MY13 GT-R is more respon¬ 
sive, has better high¬ 


speed stability and a more refined ride. The 
0-62mph time has dropped to 2.7 seconds

GT-R. 

Nissan will reveal full prices closer to the 
car's launch, but in the meantime the techni¬ 
cal changes are outlined below: 

Engine 

New high-output injectors more concisely 
control fuel injection to improve mid-range 
and high-rpm response. 

A new relief valve for the turbocharger 
bypass suppresses the rapid decrease of 
forced injection pressure, again helping to 
sustain response. 

A new oil pan baffle helps maintain more 
stable oil pressure and reduces rotational fric¬ 
tion especially during high-performance driv¬ 
ing. 


Chassis 

After measuring the roll centre of the GT-R 
when cornering and taking deflection of the 
bushes and tyres into account, engineers 
have updated the suspension set-up with re¬ 
visions to the dampers, springs and front 
anti-roll bar to lower the centre of gravity. 

New cam bolts have been installed on 
the front suspension to improve camber 
accuracy and stability when cornering. 

The torque carrying capacity of the 
driveshafts to the hub bearings has been 
increased to improve reliability in high-stress 
situations, such as track driving. 

Body 

Reinforcements have been added to the 
dash panel bar and instrument panel member 
resulting in increased body rigidity 
and better suspension con-

horse racing bob buckler stable 

Double Dizzy calls it a day

YES the headline is correct! 

Local trainer Bob Buckler's 11-year- 
old called a halt to his racing career 
when, despite being in virtually the 
best condition of his life, he did not 
want to race and for all Andrew Glas- 
sonbury's coaxing he refused to con¬ 
tinue after one lap of the famous Haye 
Jousselin Chase at Auteuil on Sunday. 

The Grade 1 race, run over almost 
31/2 miles, includes the legendary'juge 
de paix'or'Rail ditch & fence', an awe¬ 
some obstacle measuring 1.60m high 
and over four metres deep. 

The field contained nine of France's 
top jumpers including Rubi Ball who 
was looking to win the race for the 
third time in succession, 


Double Dizzy has the reputation of 
being temperamental, but on his day 
is a brilliant jumper who has been 
placed in 22 of his 64 races over an 
eight year career. 

With first prize of €247,500 and with 
the seventh horse home winning al¬ 
most €1 4,000, owner Martyn Forrester 
and Buckler believed in a field often 
they had a great chance of picking up 
some good winnings. 

However'Digger'as he is known at 
home, had other ideas, and was deter¬ 
mined he did not want to run. 

Buckler said:"On his day he is a bril¬ 
liant horse. But he had decided that 
he didn't want to play ball, and al¬ 
though he once again jumped su¬ 
perbly, in such a high class field he 


was under pressure and eventually 
decided he had had enough. 

"It is such a shame as he was work¬ 
ing brilliantly at home and we had 
him spot on. He looked amazing; he 
has never looked better. 

"It's so sad because we had pre¬ 
pared him so well and he had the abil¬ 
ity, but he decided he didn't want to 
race anymore. 

"In the circumstances you have to 
accept that he has fallen out of love 
with racing, and he will now be re¬ 
tired. 

"He has been a brilliant horse for us 
over the years and has been one of 
the stars of the yard, but just like 
Kauto Star there comes a time when 
you have to accept the situation."
